DOCTOR GRAY 
TAKES CHAIR 
AT QUEENS 

Has Been Associate Professor 
of Physics Since War 

RESEARCH WORK 

Engaged in Important Scien- 
tific Investigations Arous- 
ing Great Interest 

Dr. .1. A. Gray, one of the univer- 
sity's leading scientists, who slnco tho 
war has been associate professor of 
Physics, loaves to-day for Queen's 
where he will take up the Crown Sci- 
entific Research Professorship of 
Physics. 

As woll as carrying his professorial 
duties, Doctor Cray has been engaged 
In important investigations into a sub- 
ject which has been arousing con- 
troversies both in the Prltlsh AsHocia- 
tion and the American Physical Soci- 
ety— the scattering of Roentgen 'raya 
with change of wave length. At 
Queen's Doctor Cray will ho able to 
continue with his research work since 
iis tutorial duties have been so ar- 
ranged as to give him ample oppor- 
tunities for carrying on scientific. In- 
/estlgatious. 

Doctor Cray was horn in Australia 
: attended the University of Mel- 
bourne. Ile then went to ISnglnnd 
where he studied at. the Imperial Col- 
lege of .Science and the University of 
Manchester; In 1912 he joined the 
staff of the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence of McGIII. During the war he 
served overseas with tin: Canadian 
Siege Artillery and the Royal En- 
gineers. He did distinguished work in 
improving the pielhod of sound rang- 
ing whereby enemy guns were located, 
and brought his unit to a very high 
slate of efficioncy. 

Returning from France, Dr. Cray 
came to AIcGIII as associate professor 
in Physics. Now he loaves McGill 
to toJco a professorship a.t Queen's. 

In the words of Dr. A. S. Bvo, hi:

witli him,"

AN AUTHORITY 



On "Psychology, Disarma- 
ment and Peace," the 
Subject of Lecture 

One of the most important lectures 
of, the University year will bo' given 
on Friday, Kehrttary 8,- when Profes- 
sor William McPpUgali, M.B..F.R.S.. 
will address il meeting in the Ttoyal 
Victoria College under the auspices of 
the Psychological Society. By the 
courtesty of this society and the war- 
don of tho K.V.C., tho meeting will 
be open to the students of McQUI and 
to tho general public, so that all will 
have an opportunity of hearing one of 
the greatest authorities on psychology 
in tho world to-day. 

"Psychology, Disarmament, and 
Peace," upon which I'rofo.isor Mc- 
Dougall will spoak. is a subject which 
should appeal not only to psycholo- 
gists but to overyono who is at all 
interested In world conditions at the 
prosont time. 

Professor McDougall is now head of 
tho Department of Psychology und Di- 
rector of the Psychological Labora- 
tory at Harvard. Itoforc coming to 
America, ho was reader in Mental 
Philosophy and Follow of Corpus 
Christ lo College, Oxford. He is ;m 
Englishman by birth find received his 
education at Owens College. Manches- 
ter, al Cambridge, and at SI. Thomas- 
Hospital, Loudon, 

As woll as boing renowned for his 
work in psychological Investigation 
ami research, Professor McDougall 
has gained a wide reputation from his 
numerous writings. His "Introduc- 
tion to Social Psychology" was pub- 
lished in 1908- Then came "Body and 
Mind" in 1911. followed by "Pagan 
Tribus of Borneo, PIio Group Mind." 
and "Is America Sale for Democracy?" 
Those works have won an outstanding 
place in tho literature of psychology 
mid many of them have beon trans- 
lated mtu foreign languages. 

Professor McDougnll did distin- 
guished work In tho field of rcsoarch 
during the war, especially with regard 
to the study ami treatment of shell- 
shock. 

At a mooting In Convocation Hall 
of the Royal Victoria College on Fri- 
day", February 8, Sir Arthur Currle 
will intodticu the speaker. Tho meet- 
ing will open at 8.1G sharp.

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IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENTS MADE 




Yesterday's meeting of the Board of Governors witnessed 
several announcements, which arc of the greatest interest lo un- 
dergraduates, who have the welfare of their Alma Mater at heart. 
_The first in importance, from the student point of view, was the 
official statement making known the gift of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars from Lord Atholstan to commemorate Dean Moysc's 
forty-two years of service at McGill. This magnificent donation 
is significant for three outstanding reasons, for the commemora- 
tion of a man's great work has been assured; the construction of 
a new Arts Building in the near future is mooted; and new Tra- 
velling Fellowships have been brought into existence. These facta 
are of prime importance and are attracting a considerable amount 
of attention among the undergraduate body. Those, who in days 
î -ne by, were privileged to come into contact with Dean- Moyse, 
be especially glad to hear that such a lasting memorial will 
erected to bear testimony in coming years to him and to his 
T tenure of office in the ranks of the McGill professoriate. He 
-mong those who have given their very lives in service to this 
niversity and it is a happy thing that he still lives to see his 
•work fully recognized, for he is deserving of great praise and 
-perpetual recognition. 

But the proposed construction of a new Arts Building, with 
P the main theatre, or assembly hall dedicated to the Emeritus Dean, 
jg is also another ^significant move in the college world, for the pres- 
sa ent quarters are x>ld. venerably so it is true, and with the passing 
. of each day are becoming more crowded and less suitable as a 
centre for the dissemination of information pertaining to the lib- 
£ eral arts. Of course we have an intangible love for the old build- 
ing with its traditions and its age, but definite announcements re- 
garding new accomodation will nevertheless bt\ acclaimed by stu- 
.'.i aents in the faculty, and throughout the university in general. 

A scholastic flutter has been caused also by the statement 
t a portion of the Atholstan donation will be used for the es- 
'tchment of Travelling Fellowships for McGill graduates. Too 
h cannot be done towards the encouragement of post-graduate 
-les in the universities of other lands and this addition to the 
piesent resources will be warmly welcomed. 

Another .a-rmouncement, coming to many as a surprise, was 
p that regarding the deeding of the property of the Conserva torium 
to the University. Probably most undergraduates have" been liv- 
ing in the belief that this already belonged to McGill but in re- 
ality this was not so. The property belonged to the late Lord 
;Strathcona, one of McGill's foremost benefactors, and 'the per- 
manent acquisition of this real estate, valued at two hundred thou- 
' ;8and dollars, is an important incident. Well may we thank the 
.donor, Lady Strathcona, for her generosity and magnanimity. 

Yes, the meeting of the Governors 'was marked by epoch- 
making events, which point towards a still greater McGill— an 
"institution famous throughout the world for its scholastic influences, 
; ' :* or its importance in national life, for its great broad-mindedness 
und unbounded tolerance.

One thing cannot be too strongly 
emphasized; recognition of the Soviet 
Government docs not in any way Im- 
_y indorsation of Uolshovlh principles' 
or methods. No such arguments wore 
ever trumped u"p in the palmy dai'tr 
when we fraternized with the rotten 
Tsarist regime. No anathemas wore 
hurled at the head of the Minlstory 
ûf (hot- day; there were no crocodile 
tears • shod over the victims of tm- 
f rial P.ussia. Why the sudden access 
of real on the pan. of our soft-hearted 
iSllanthropisis? We endorse neither 
Tsarism nor Bolshevism. Wo accept- 
ed the one, and we arc going to ac- 
cept the other. 

The strenuous opponents of Bolshe- 
vism have nothing to fear from the 
Governments Bill. Recognition is 
tielr best, weapon.- It means the end 
of Communist plots- in this country, 
and of the feeble trickle of futile 
capitalistic propaganda, in Russia.

Announcements of outstanding im- 
portance to McGill were made at yes- 
terday's meeting of the Board of Go- 
vernors. Probably the one of prime 
interest to the University's students 
was thai regarding Lord Atholstan's 
subscription of $100,000 which is to 
lyc used to commemorate .Dean 
Morse's forty years of service to Mc- 
Gill. Ill the new Arts Building, the 
assembly hall is to bear Dean Moysc's 
native and the cost of Die building 
will be made tho first charge against 
the donation. 

The sum remaining will be used to 
endow free travelling scholarships. 
These will be open to men and women 
graduates of McGill in certain nomi- 
nated faculties who desire to continue 
advanced or approved work abroad, 
preferably at British or ICnropcaii 
Universities. For such (ravelling fel- 
lowships the claim of the Faculty of 
Arts will always be considered firs*., 
but their academic incidence will be 
made as general at possible. The 
value of each will be at least one 
thousand dollars ami its tenure an- 
nual. A sufficic.nl amount of money 
is to be set aside tor the purpose of 
erecting the theatre which is to bear 
Dr. Moysc's name and the balance will 
be used to found the fellowships.

H. L. MENCKEN A GREAT 
CRITIC 

iivoryone has heard of H. L. Mcnck- 
,en; almost everyone has read more or 
less of him: no critical article or lec- 
ture seems complote without some 
mention of his name. He lias :i large 
influence anions nt least the younger 
college .nid university teachers, and 
his hook "In Defense of Women" has 
endeared him especially to the locally 
preponderant ne>; it occurs to tne, 
therefore, that the readers oi the 
Weekly may find soiuethivig of Inter- 
est in my personal Impressions of 
this well known literary critic and 
student of Mi'' national psychology 
which I gathered during a recent visit 
to the city where he makes his home. 

The Sage of Baltimore is a disap- 
pointment if one nxpeots the flowing 
whiskers and venerable \Vhitman.- 
csque hearing which might seem 1.0 be 
implied in his official title, on the 
contrary, he is of smooth and ruddy 
countenance, with brown hair and ar- 
resting blue eye:, and in appearance 
nearer thirty than the actual forty .to 
which he confesses. lie hates "all 
college profosijoi's, theologians, cdlto- 
rial writers, and reformers," .111 is 
■well known, but this in in reality a 
religion of the Modernist type— elatUic, 
and permitting of exceptions when- 
ever consistency is Inconvenient, 
What Mencken really and passionate- 
ly believes in is individual liberty, a. 
strict, code of personal honor to guide 
one's own behavior, but an equally 
strict insistence upon the. right of 
others to believe and act differently 
in all private matters. Such a princi- 
ple, of course, is din metrically oppos-

ed to the instinctive notions of hu- 
manity at large and to the philosophy 



sivëly mentioned in the hymn ol hale 
above quoted. 

This peculiar ethic, together with a 
disconcerting tendency to praise good 
work however dubious its origin and 
denounce bad work however au- 
thoritative, goes far to explain the ex- 
tremes of regard and hatred with 
which Mencken is viewed by divers 
persons, and it affords a clear solu- 
tion 0/ the apparent divergence he'. 
Iwccn his kind, tolerant, ad joyous 
personality and the savage, uncom- 
promising and cynically witty charac- 
ter of Muuh of his writing)— his 
"cheerful pessimism." No one has a 
clearer conception, on I lie one hand, 
of how he proposes to live and. on (he 
other hand, ol what he proposes to 
accomplish. Long ago he sel. oui to 
free American Inters from the dead- 
ening Incubus of a false and arbitrary 
standard of traditional propriety (now 
Iks. 1 illustrated in the fundamental 
Immorality of the primly censored 
movies; and to make I he path of 
young writers clear of obstacles other 
than those inherent in accomplishment, 
itself: to which he has more, recently 
added the congenial la.sk of bringing 
to light and holding up to scorn Die 
more flagrant shams arid indecencies 
that infcsl American politics. In the 
pursuit of these; to him highly divert, 
ing if somewhat Quixotic alma, 
Mencken has honestly applied his eth- 
ical principle: hr has casl.igutcd in- 
tolerance, pretence, false authority 
ami oppression with (lie resources 
of a magnificent wit and a. masterly 
prose style attacking wli.it be consid- 
ered the hollow and vainglorious 
Idealism of Wilson Just as boldly ils 
he assaulted what seemed to him the 
stifling narrowness of academic lller- 




nnd success. Success, that, is, finan- 
cially and in his first crusade, for 
American literature is now measur- 
ably free, thanks largely to the efforts 
of this one critic; even though the 
price of this liberty continues to bo 
eternal vigilance. The purification of 
politics Is another matter, but what- 
ever the outcome the contest cannot 
fall to afford the spectators an amus- 
ing and uplifting spectacle. 

I first met Mr. Mencken at home, 
surrounded by ancient portraits of his 
University of Lclpslc ancestors and 
apparently glad to he interrupted In 
the painful perusal of a. now autobio- 
graphy, of which the heroine and au- 
thoress seemed to be evoking a not 
wholly favorable reliction. Otherwise 
scarcely a book was In sight and tho 
ensuing conversation served to deep- 
en the impression of a personality 
wholly free from ostentatious book- 
ishness and "arty" rubbish. Most in- 
teresting in tli in conversation, aaide 
from Mencken himself, were various 
intimate glimpses of things ordinarily 
hidden below the surface of the liter- 
ary and political scene; such, for in- 
stance, as the devious workings of 
the censorship in certain concrete 
cases, the odd behavior of various 
scribes in their hours of ease, thr 
private opinions and habits of divers 
champions of public reform, mid (he 
unties of sonic of our contemporary 
aesthetes. This (Inversât ion, needless 
to say, was uncommonly enlightening, 
In regard both to the persons tallying 
and 1 Ik; matters talked about. 

A lew days Inter I was privileged 
to attend a regular meeting and lake 
part in 1 In- proceedings ol' a vener- 
able instil nil ion which Mr. Mencken 
him maintained during some twenty 
years, for no other purpose (ban (he 
advancement of Art. This Is the Sa- 
turday Club, 'a. lillle group of serious 
musicians, who weekly devote two 
hours to Mozurt, Schuberl, .1. Kirn pas 
and others composers ( Including some 
of themselves) and two hours 10 meal, 
drink, song and Improving discourse. 
Those who arc tumble (o dsccrtl In 
Mr. Mencken's writings anything 
more than a disgruntled pessimism 
would he astonished to observe his 
behaviour under these gen In I eirctim- 
atanecs As plan 1st, trencherman, 
cheer-leader and raconteur lie inno- 
cently displays Ihe same energy and 
enthusiasm Ihril he brings In such 
subversive and antisocial activities as 
the praise of Cabell and freedom and 
die denunciation of Veblen and pu- 
rltanlsm. Hero again is fell, Irresiiil • 
ably (be Impression ol' an unaffected, 
vigorous ami humanly likable person- 
ality. 

To meet him is (o find confirmed, 
what Is, In fact, clear enough in his 
writings: Mencken is a genuinely free 
and honest man. Thin; be Is a suf- 
ficiently rare and singular phenomen- 
on; but In addition he is full of liions, 
now and old. And since, moreover, he 
is signally gifted ip expressing and 
refurbishing (hose Ideas in a. ninlelli-

Ho then went to the world famous 
medica.1 Institution at Baltimore, 
John Hopkins University, where Dean 
Laing, last year of McGill graduated 
in . tho 'eighties. Dr. Harrison has 
recently been doing special postgrad- 
uate w«ork at John Hopkins.

In this 
mysterious land of t'umiue, pestilence, 
poverty, heathenism, and ignorance 
Or. Paul Harrison passed fifteen 
years — not only in tho Arabian pen- 
insula but also throughout tjto, entire 
extent of the territory comprised un- 
der the appellation of the "Near 
Enst." There Is consequently, per- 
haps, no man of greater llutlght into 
the political situation of these seeth- 
ing countries.
